Grave Charges of Conspiracy in 


A NEW VERSION OF THE GUMPEL MATTER 


Was the Outcome of a Crime by 
Sarah Althea’s Lawyers. 5 


Associated Press sto The Times, 
Sax Francisco, Jan, 23.—The Sharon

We say that the Gumpel 
contract was a genuine document, the evi- 
dence of a crime, and if it had been of- 
fered to me, I would have bought it my- 
self, as I would break down the door of a 
house, if I were told that behind it there 
lay the dead body of a murdered man, al- 
though I had nothing to do with this 
transaction.“ | 

Evans continued, saying that the exis- 
tence of the Tyler-Gumpel contract was 
known a long time ago to a member of 
the bar of this city, but he declined to 
state the name. It was afterwards learned 
that the gentleman alluded to was Judge 
Maguire. The latter stated that he had 
heard of the Tyler-Gumpel contract, and 
that the information came to aim through 
D. M. Seaton, a lawyer of this city, who 
had learned it 2 from McLaughlin. 
Mr. Seaton, on being interviewed, ac- 
knowledged his knowledge of the exis- 
tence of the contract and explained the way 
in which McLaughlin had told him of it.
